'I'liongh  there  has  not  been  a  large  number  of  ships  j 
in-ide  this  season,  a  great  many  seamen  have  fre¬ 
quented  tiie  rooms;  and  I  find  them  to  be  invaluable,  i 
in  furnishing,  as  they  do,  a  place  where  seamen  may 
pass  a  leisure  liour  on  shore  willi  pleasure  and  profit 
lo  himself.  And  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat , 
what  I  have  mentioned  so  often  in  former  communica¬ 
tions  respecting  the  importance  of  sendi 
siifiply  of  papers,  &c.

They  have  obtained  a  charter  for  a  Tlieological  Semi 
nary,  and  have  purchase<i  a  large  and  commodious 
brick  building,  on  a  well  situated  lot  of  alKive  two 
acres  of  land  on  the  edg<?  of  the  city  of  Lexington. 

It  contains  a  spacious  room  which  is  u.->cd  as  a  library  ; 
sufficient  nccommodation  for  a  Professor  who  resides 
in  the  s  •ininary,  and  I'or  tlie  family  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent;  a  dining  rou  n  large  enough  tor  fifty  persons  ; 
and  room  enough  in  it  an  1  the  adjoining  buildings  tor 
thirty  students.  It  has  moreover  a  gotwl  chapi  1  al¬ 
ready  filled  up  and  used  daily.  E'or  liiis  properly  they 
have  agreed  to  pay  one-tliird  in  each  of  the 

years  1834,  1835,  and  1*?36.  The  full  amount  of  the 
first  piyinent  was  sub.-cribed  in  Lexington  and  l.ouit'- 
ville,  besides  some  aid  from  Danville;  and  a  deed  lias 
been  obtained  and  entered  for  record.  Tiie  secoiid 
piyment  will  bi?  due  alxmt  one  half  in  January  and 
the  Ollier  in  April — and  ihoae  who  have  made  the  ef 
fort  above-mentioired  to  pay  the  first  tj;3000,  have  in¬ 
dulged  the  hope  of  ohl  liu  ng  a.ssistance  from  their 
friends  in  the  East  in  iii  ihiiig  tiie  second.  Tliey  are 
fully  aware  of  Hie  many  call.s  made  U|K)n  the  latter, 
for  aid  in  carrying  into  effect  the  various  purposes  of 
those  who  are  active  in  the  spread  of  the  Go^pel,  but 
they  are  persuaded  tliat  there  are  many  who  desire  to 
give  to  any  plan  wliich  bids  fair  to  accomolish  that 
great  object  of  the  desire  and  prayers  of  Christians. 

They  appeal  to  such  in  the  East,  w'itli  the  more  con¬ 
fidence,  because  it  is  not  for  themselves  and  their  im¬ 
mediate  vicinity  that  the  effirt  is  making,  but  for  the 
benefit  of  lliose  who  are  in  the  regions  beyond  them. 

It  U  the  more  important  that  they  should  be  enabled 
to  make  these  piyments,  because  they  will  thereiiy  be 
Jeff  in  a  condition  to  act  vigorously  in  the  prosecution 
of  other  measures  tending  lo  the  same  result,  icithniit 
loss  of  time — a  consideration  of  the  utmost  importance, 
seeing  that  that  country  is  in  a  great  nieasnre  unoc¬ 
cupied  by  a  settled  ministry  of  any  description — and 
that  one  year’s  effort  at  the  present  time  will  produce 
a  greater  amount  of  gmxl  than  ten  years’ strife  will 
by  and  by.  Under  a  deep  sense  of  the  importance  of 
this  subject  to  the  Church  at  large,  the  B  shop  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  urged  the 
subscriber  to  visit  the  Eist  for  the  purpose  of  piesent- 
ing  it  to  such  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  as  feel  interest¬ 
ed  in  it — and  being  himself  no  less  deeply  impressed 
with  it,  he  consented  to  leave  home  and  professional 
business,  in  the  most  important  season  of  the  year,  for 
the  purpose — in  the  belief  timt  it  was  liis  duty,  and 
in  the  hope  of  succeeding  in  tlie  ohj  *ct  m  view.
